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Prof, shortage will hit colleges by 2000 


(CPS)—Campuses will suffer a 
shortage of at least 6,000 
professors by the end of the 
century unless they start luring 
more students into grad schools 
now, a new Princeton 
University Press report 
predicts. 

Half the nation’s campuses 
already don't have enough 
teachers to lead courses this 
fall, the American Council on 
Education estimated in August. 

Princeton says the new report, 
by William G. Bowen and Julie 
Ann Sosa, is the first statistical 
confirmation of the trend. 

Bowen and Sosa see the worst 
shortages in humanities and 
social sciences courses, rather 
than in the science classes 
previous studies have 
highlighted. 


“We need to increase overall 
production of new Ph.D.s by 
two-thirds,” Bowen said. “In 
the humanities and social 
sciences, we need to double the 
current numbers.” 

College professors, of course, 
must have doctorates, which 
they earn in grad school. 
During the past decade, 
however, the number of 
students opting to go on to grad 
school instead of into the job 
market has dwindled. The 
current crop of professors, 
meanwhile, is aging and will be 
retiring during the next decade. 

Bowen and Sosa projected 
that, through 1992. there will be 
1.6 people competing for each 
open college teaching position. 
By 1997-2002, there will be 
only .83 candidates for each 


job, with only 30,90034 
candidates to fill 37,091 
positions nationwide. 

“Enlightened policies can be 
adopted to increase the pipeline 
so that the shortages we 
envision do not come to pass.k" 
Bowen advised. 

He suggested shortening the 
time required to earn a Ph.D., 
increasing the number of 
fellowships offered, and 
improving the amount of 
money they pay to grad 
students to something closer to 
a living wage. 

The shortages will be worse in 
some places than in others. The 
14-campus California State 
University system, for one, 
worries it will be unable to fill 
10,000 to 11,000 teaching 
positions during the next 10 to 
15 years. 


Trustees try to figure out where we are

On Tuesday, October 10th. an 
emergency trustees meeting 
was held to discuss the budget. 
The situation continues to grow 
worse and while the list of 
alternatives is quickly 
exhausting, President Hogan 
states that the cuts that can be 
expected “represents the 
dismemberment of the 
Massachusetts higher education 
system”. 

The University of Lowell has 
been historically underfunded 
compared to other state schools. 
The cuts that the state is 
demanding ULowell to make 
could put our university into a 
desperate situation. The 
trustees have affirmed 


personnel cuts can not be made 
if the quality of education is 
expected to be maintained. A 
one percent cut could be dealt 
with by not filling open 
employee positions and putting 
off scheduled academic 
purchases. This would be able 
to be resolved in a short amount 
of time, provided that the 
money would be replaced at 
some near future. A three 
percent cut would result in 
personnel cuts for full and part- 
time employees in the 
estimated amounts of $356,000, 
along with sharp decreases and 
drops in academic standards. 
When the figure of five percent 
comes up, which the state 
government is seeking, layoffs 


for full and part- time 
employees would 

approximately equal 1.6 million 
dollars. The university would 
fall below minimum stardards 
for accrediation and as a last 
resort, a two-week shutdown 
would take place in the spring 
semester. 

The Board of Trustees is 
looking for alternative ways to 
raise money. Some one time 
options would be to revise loan 
payment schedules from the 
Continuing Education 
Department and the Research 
Foundation. Other ideas are to 
play politics with the state and 
by showing businessmen in the

Pacing the SAT, ACT 
scores show a decline 


Enjoy the last of the good weather w hile you can! 
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Mirroring the SAT, Scores on 
ACT show slight decline 
(CPS)—The American College 
Testing (ACT) scores of this 
year's freshmen dipped slightly 
in 1989, the group that 
administers the test said Sept. 
12 . 

A few days before the ACT 
report, the College Board said 
average scores on the 
standardized test it 
sponsors— the Scholastic 
Aptitude Test — also had 
dropped. 

Students taking the ACT in 
1989 averaged 18.6, two-tenths 
of a point lower than the 1988 
average of 18.8, which in turn 
was one-tenth of a point higher 
than the 1987 average. 

The test is administered by 
American College Testing in 
Iowa City, Iowa. 

Between 1980 and 1989, the 
average scores have varied 
between 18.3 and 18.8. The 
highest score on ACT is 30. 

“Although the average ACT 
scores have fluctuated a small 
amount from year to year, they 
are at about the same level 


today as 10 years ago, even 
though more students are taking 
the ACT assessment than ever 
before,” said ACT President 
Richard Ferguson. 

In 1989, 855,171 students 
took the test, 1 percent more 
than in 1988. The ACT is the 
predominant college admission 
test in 28 states. 

Averages for minority students 
stayed the same or dropped 
slightly. In recent years, 
minority scores have been 
slightly increasing. Asian 
Americans were the only 
minorities who improved their 
scores in 1989. 

Men scored higher than 
women in all areas except 
English, where women scored 
more that a point higher than 
men. ACT officials say that the 
gender gap has narrowed in 
past decade because more 
women are taking core courses. 

The 1989 SAT scores also 
dropped slightly, with average 
verbal scores at 427—one point 
lower than in 1988—while 
math scores stayed at 476. A 
perfect score in each section is 
800.

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Rape is Rape

In last week's column I wrote 
about the new Women's Center 
at U. Lowell and how their first 
program is planned to be about 
rape awareness. Well, this 
column is also going to be 
about rape. 1 was going to write 
about something else but I read 
a recent GLOBE article about a 
jury in Florida that acquitted a 
man of rape charges. 

According to the article the 
man was acquitted and the jury 
foreman said, “She asked for 
it." The woman had testified 
that she'd been abducted at 
knifepoint and raped repeatedly. 
The verdict, and the comments 
by jury members, is creating a 
lot of anger among sexual 
assault counselors and women's 
groups. 

I can not believe that a jury 
would hand down an acquittal 
on a rape charge saying their 
reason was the way she was 
dressed! Admittedly the 
woman's attire was odd: she 
was wearing a lace miniskirt 
without underwear. That still 
does not give another human 
the right to rape someone. 

If we agree with the attitude of 
the Florida jury we would have 
to close down all the beaches in 
Florida and other states. And 
what about the nude or topless 
beaches? Would people be 
justified to rape people on those 
beaches because of the various 
stages of undress? No! It would 
still be rape. 

I am trying to avoid making 
this seem solely a woman's 
issue. It is not. Although rape 
certainly does occur more often 
to women than it does to men, 
men are raped too. Now before 
any of you start laughing I have 
a little scenario for you. It is 
meant especially for men so 
that, perhaps, they can truly 
understand the horror of rape. 
Suppose you're a guy and 
you've been at the beach all 
day in your tight bathing suit, 
one of those bikini briefs, 
looking especially sexy. 

Later you walk the boardwalk, 
still in your bathing suit without 
a shirt on. A man grabs you, 
abducts you at knifepoint, and 
rapes you, forcing you to have 
anal sex .

This case involves a different 
woman. I wonder if the jury 
will ask what she was wearing? 
So ladies, gentlemen, choose 
your outfits and bathing suits 
carefully. It appears your choice 
could give someone else the 
license to rape you. 


Merging into the new College of Arts and Sciences

Although the immediate 
effects are little more than 
administrative and a name 
change, the merging of the old 
College of Liberal Arts and 
College of Pure and Applied 
Sciences in to the new College 
of Arts and Sciences has far 
reaching implications for the 
University. 

Dean Arthur Walterson (co¬ 
dean with Dean Peter Blewett) 
states, “The driving force 
behind the move is to create a 
better academic environment to 
prepare students for leadership- 
type job opportunities 
throughout their careers." 

Toward this end, an entirely 


new system of core 
requirements is being 
developed to replace the 
existing Areas I -1V that all 
students know and hate to 
fulfill. This new system will not 
focus on specific techniques or 
information, but on giving 
students the skills they need to 
have or keep learning 
throughout their career. 

So how does that affect those 
of us already under the current 
area system? While juniors and 
seniors as alumni will see the 
University grow and change. 
Dean Walterson expects new 
courses to be developed soon 
enough that current freshmen 
and even sophomores may be 


able to benefit. He foresees 
that joint projects between the 
Arts & Sciences, Sciences & 
Engineering and Arts & 
Engineering Disciplines at the 
graduate level will benefit both 
faculty and students. As 
faculty mingle between 
departments, guest lectures and 
co-lectures between disciplines 
will become common, 
benefiting undergraduates as 
well. This could also lead to 
interdisciplinary degree 
options. For instance, a current 
graduate project of data is being 
pursued jointly by the computer 
science and psychology 
departments. This could lead to 
a psychology degree with a 


computer science specialty or 
vice versa. As these types of 
research projects increase it is 
hoped that juniors and seniors 
will also get involved. 

The physical move of the 
Liberal Arts from South 
Campus to North Campus has 
been delayed by budget 
constraints and by facilities 
considerations (new 

construction, renovations, etc.) 
In the College of Arts and 
Sciences, the blueprints for the 
academic welfare of future 
students of the University of 
Lowell are being drawn, and 
plans laid to even better prepare 
them for the challenges that lie

Digital versus analog 


(CPS)—Tuition would not go 
up as fast if colleges were run 
more like businesses, a panel of 
19 “education specialists" 
contended in mid-September. 

“What needs to happen in 
American higher education is 
no different than what needs to 
happen in American industry 
and is in fact happening: 
becoming meaner, a little 
leaner," said Robert Zemsky, 
director of the Higher 
Education Research Program 
and head of the panel. 

Zemsky’s group, which was 
sponsored by the Pew 
Charitable Trusts, said 
efficiency probably dictates 
closing some colleges and 
forcing others to drop certain 
programs. 

“It will be painful. It will be 
difficult, but it is in higher 


education's best interest," 
Zemsky said. 

Zemsky’s group for example, 
suggested closing campuses 
that have low enrollment, 
which it likened to “outmoded 
military military installations, 
both a drag on the general 
economy and a misuse of 
scarce public funs.” 

The report also recommended 
reversing the 30-year trend 
toward campuses offering a 
wide variety of courses. 
Zemsky wants schools to scrap 
their smaller programs, and 
invest in their most successful 
ones. For example, a small 
liberal arts college may decide 
to cut its graduate programs. A 
university might invest more 
heavily in its science courses 
while abolishing less popular 
curricula.

Johnny Handsome

The title of director Walter 
Hill’s latest Film, Johnny Hand¬ 
some, promises a return to 
1940's gangster melodramas 
like Johnny Angel, Johnny 
Apollo, and Johnny Eager, and 
its plot fulfills that promise. 
Mickey Rourke plays John Sed- 
ley, a hardened criminal whose 
hideous facial deformities (he 
looks like a cross between 
Beauty and the Beast’s Vincent 
and Charles Bukowski) elicit 
the cruel nickname “Johnny 
Handsome.” He plans a heist 
for his best friend Mike (Scott 
Wilson), who in turn enlists the 
help of Rafe (the menacing 
Lance Henriksen) and Sunnie 
(Ellen Barkin doing her sexpot- 
in-tight skirts routine). The 
gang pulls it off, but not before 
the psychotic couple kill Mike 
and let Johnny take the rap for 
the robbery. While in jail, 
Johnny gets his face fixed up 
by an idealistic young doctor 
(Forrest Whitaker) who 
believes that Johnny will 
change his evil ways now that 
he has a new face. Of course, 
Johnny sees it as an opportunity 
for revenge. 

That is the premise for a gritty. 


fast-paced little thriller, which, 
unfortunately, is not Johnny 
Handsome. Screen-writer Ken 
Friedman and director Hill have 
managed to combine an excit¬ 
ing story with a great cast, only 
to come up with a truly dull 
film. We politely sit through 
the first half hour, which 
includes some superfluous 
rehabilitation scenes (Johnny’s 
deformity makes his speech 
unintelligible), waiting for the 
picture to shift into high gear, 
but it stalls in First. With a plot 
this familiar and slight, you 
would expect the Filmmakers to 
spruce it up, throw in a few plot 
twists, at least keep it moving 
in an interesting direction. 
Instead, they allow it to hobble 
on down to its utterly pre¬ 
dictable conclusion. Johnny’s 
plans for retribution are simple 
and uninvolving, and we’ve all 
seen the inevitable showdown 
done much better on the late 
show. 

Elizabeth McGovern is bright 
and attractive as Johnny’s first 
girlfriend, a nice girl who tries 
to keep him on the straight and 
narrow. This potentially inter¬ 
esting relationship is quickly 
abandoned, however, to make 
room for more hackneyed 
action scenes. 

It’s to his credit that Mickey 
Rourke manages to hold our 


attention even though the char¬ 
acter of Johnny turns out to be 
one-dimensional, all surface. 
He never thinks about the con¬ 
sequences of his violent past. 
He never contemplates the

Burn the flag on principles 


Last week, as you may or 
may not know, the United 
States Senate joined the House 
of Representatives in banning 
the "desecration" of the 
American flag. The Senate 
vote, which was 91-9, is a 
response to a Supreme Court 
decision last June declaring that 
burning an American flag in 
political protest is protected by 
the First Amendment. This 
legislative backlash is primarily 
the result of skewed priorities 
on the part of the American 
people who have been putting 
an enormous amount of 
pressure on Congress since the 
high courts decision. I realize 
that for many the issue of "flag 
burning" is an emotional one. 
However, when it comes down 
to matters of civil liberties we 
must not let our vision become 
clouded by emotion. Instead 
we must remember the 
principles and values upon 
which this great country was 
founded. Passing laws which 
make it illegal to express 
dissent (in any form) is I 
believe, a remedy worse than 
the disease. 

It is disturbing to see how 
easily we all forget the origins 
of our own country. We must 
remember that it was only after 
the addition of the Bill of 
Rights that the U.S. 
Constitution was ratified. It 
was John Hancock from 
Massachusetts t who said, "I give 
my assent to the Constitution, 
in full confidence that the 
amendments proposed will 
soon become a part of the 
system." How is it that the Bill 
of Rights, which is the very 
source of individual freedom in 
our system, has taken a back 


seat to the American flag which 
is merely a symbol of that 
freedom? If the United States 
is truly the country with the 
greatest freedom in the world 
(which I believe it is) them we 
as American citizens must not 
allow the passage of laws that 
abridge personal freedom. By 
this I mean laws that limit 
freedom of religion, freedom of 
the press, freedom to peacefully 
assemble and perhaps most of 
all, freedom of speech. 

Maybe a historical reflection 
is needed to uncloud our vision 
and further clarify the 
underlying principles of this 
issue. In 1798 the First 
Amendment suffered a critical 
blow with the passage of the 
Sedition Act. This statute was 
passed largely in response to 
the seeming imminence of war 
with France. The law punished, 
among other things, "false, 
scandalous and malicious 
writings against the 
Government of the United 
States." This act was later 
proven to be the most unjust 
infraction of the Constitution 
and the Bill of Rights. It was 
also determined that by passing 
the Sedition Act Congress had 
exercised power that was 
expressly and positively 
forbidden by the First 
Amendment. Fortunately in 
1800 Thomas Jefferson was 
elected President and pardoned 
those who had been convicted 
and sentenced under the act. 
Soon after this fines levied in 
its prosecution were repaid and 
the law was declared 
unconstitutional.. 

It should follow that if we 
step back and look at the entire 
picture we will see that the law 


passed by Congress last week is 
simply another attempt to ban 
seditious actions. And as I 
have just illustrated a law of 
this nature, whether you like it 
or not, is unconstitutional. For 
the record the First Amendment 
states, "Congress shall make no 
law abridging the freedom of 
speech." Now it doesn't take an 
English major to interpret what 
the phrase, "Congress shall 
make no law", means. It means 
just what it says. I can only 
laugh at these so-called 
superpatriots who would love 
to attach a footnote to the First 
Amendment in the order of; 
except when those damn 
commies go so far as to bar-b- 
que Old Glory! 

You may believe that to bum 
a flag is wrong, but if you 
support liberty and freedom in 
an American sense, then as I 
have clearly pointed out the 
Constitutional right to burn a 
flag must be protected. No 
matter how painful it may be to 
allow this we must not let our 
emotions result in the 
destruction of liberty. If the 
American Flag does represent 
the ultimate freedom in the 
world, then to allow those few 
who choose to desecrate it to do 
so, further reinforces the 
freedom the flag represents. In 
other words, by not throwing 
these jerks who bum the flag 
behind bars, we are actually 
increasing the relative worth of 
the flag throughout the world. 
If we want the United States to 
remain the international source 
of freedom and liberty that it 
claims to be, then laws which 
jeopardize First Amendment 
rights must be thought out 
accordingly.
